For the first time since the Olive 
Co-operative Fire Insurance Associa­ 
tion 
was 
organized 
in 
1896, the 
policy holders have been called on to 
pay an assessment, regarding which 
some 
misapprehension 
appears to 
exist. 
The assessment is 
required 
to be 
made by the State Insurance Depart- 
imc-nt to make up a deficit, 
but 
the 
deficit is mor*, in the 
nature 
of a 
bookkeeping deficit than 
an 
actual 
deficit, and in reality the assessment 
is made to provide a reserve which Is 
required to he carried 
under the ex­ 
isting insurance 
laws 
of the state. 
Such a surplus 
cannot 
be acquired 
urlcss fire losses 
stop 
altogether, 
unless an assessment is made, and by 
direction of 
the 
insurance 
depart­ 
ment the directors of the insurance 
association adopted 
a 
resolution at 
a m eeting held on July 5, which re­ 
cently has been

From the time of its organization 
until 1910, the association charged 
its policy holders 50 cents per 1100 
of Insurance

raised to 50 cents per $100 insurance 
for dwellings

contents and 75 
cents per $100 Insurance 
on barns 
and outbuildings. 
This increase was 
made necessary 
by unusually large 
fire losses and reserve requirements. 
The next increase 
in 
rates, 
which 
gave the rates now prevailing In the 
association, was made in 1911, and 
the rates then established 
were 
75 
cents per $100 insurance on dw elling 
and contents and $1.13 per $100 in­ 
surance on barns and outbuildings. 
The increased rales 
in 1911 was 
the result of legislation enacted after 
the Hughes investigation, which re­ 
quired that 
all 
Insurance 
corpora­ 
tions should maintain a reserve of 80 
per cent of the amount of unearned 
premiums. 
W hy Reserve Is Necessary. 


Insurance premiums, as everyone 
knows, 
are 
prepaid
